The New Jersey Department of 
Transportation will hold a meeting 
on Monday, November 25, 1996, 
to discuss the impact of bus lanes 
in Newark. This meeting Is being 
held in response to the City of 
Newark’s Resolutions 7RCA and 
7RDD which call for the elimina- 
tion of bus lanes along Broad and 
Market streets and replacing them 
with curbside: parking.

Newark Bus Lanes 


The bus lanes are located on Rroad Street from 
Broad Street Station to Lincoln Park and on Market 
Street between University Avenue aud Mulberry 
Street. The lanes are in effect between 6:30 to 

9 a.m. and 4to 6 p.m., weekdays only. During 
these times, parking is prohibited and the curhside 
lane is restricted to use by buses and other vehicles 
making right hand turns. ‘Ihe lanes are used by over 
1,300 buses which carry more than 55,000 riders 
daily and have been dedicated bus lanes since 1988.
